The Town Council presents the following Report for the year 
ending December 31, 1906. 


We are glad to be able to report that the town now has 
no floating indebtedness, the first time in many years. 
When we remember that on April r, r9or, we had $40,000 
asa liability in Town Notes given for money borrowed, and 
that these have all been paid, we think it is a very gratify- 
ing showing. 

Two causes principally have led to this happy state of 
affairs. First—The Adjustment Commission has collected a 
large amount of back taxes; and second, the Town Council 
has practised strict economy in all departments. 

The year just closing has been one of progress. Our 
population is ever on the increase and has made rapid strides 
during the year. Over one hundred new houses have been 
built, and during the coming year we are expecting even 
greater progress, as the new factory being constructed 
by the Sawyer-Man Electric Company in the Watsessing 
section of our town will be completed, and we are reliably in- 
formed will employ over 1,500 hands. 

Our Water Department is now on a sound financial basis, 
and we are just beginning to reap the benefits of municipal 
ownership. When we contrast the present management with 
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the loose business methods prior to the plant being turned 
over to the town at the date of purchase, we will immediately 
notice the great change, which is largely due to the diligence 
of Superintendent Charles W. Powers. 


The Police and Fire Departments have rendered their 
usual good service. Our Police Department is composed of a 
Chief, eight regular officers and three specials. The Fire 
Department has a Chief, three Assistants and about eighty 
men. During the year a Transmitter has been installed in 
the Police Station. The attention of our citizens is called to 
the fact that when it is not convenient to reach a fire alarm 
box the Police Station may be called up on the telephone, and 
word sent that the department is needed and immediately the 
alarm will be sent in. 


'The Sewer system has been enlarged by the construction 
of laterals in several streets, and with frequent flushing and 
draging has been kept in a satisfactory condition. 


The Council has tried to keep the roads and gutters in 
good repair and new sidewalks have been laid in different parts 
of the town. 


Ourlighting contract expired during the year and was 
renewed at a somewhat lower figure. We have now eighty- 
seven arc lamps and 375 incandescent lights. 


During the year we have reduced our bonded indebted- 


ness by the payment of

FIRE ALARM SYSTEM. 


The fire alarm system is in first class condition. All 
alarms have come in correctly during the year. ‘The Superin- 
tendent has installed in the police station a transmitting 
machine whereby any box in town can be transmitted from 
the police station, which is a valuable addition to the fire 
alarm system. On December 7 the Rubber Mill Company 


telephoned to the police station that the house next door was. 


on fire, and box 44 was promptly sounded, which brought the 
department. Any citizen having a telephone can by calling 
up the police station in case of fire have the nearest box to the 
fire sent in. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


The water supply has been good on all occasions and a 
good pressure has been obtained at all fires. We have now 
200 hydrants. 


CONCLUSION. 


In concluding this, my third annual report of the fire 
department, I desire to thank the Town Council and the Fire 
Committee, with whom I have had the pleasant co-operation 
in the administration of the affairs of the department. I also 
wish to extend my thanks to the Chief of Police and all the 
officers of the Police Department and the Superintendent of 
the Water Department for the able assistatice rendered the 
Fire Department during the year. I desire to express my 
thanks to my assistants, Schwab, Foster and Weimar, and all 
officers and men of the department for the able and efficient 
manner in which they have executed their work and the per- 
sonal interest they have displayed under all circumstances to 
protect the town against losses by fire.
